year. In addition to the- 1,1S;,SS2 im 
migrants 225.335 aliens of 
Ihc 
non- 


emigrant class entered, making a tola 


• of 1,427,2!7 compared with the 1,017, 


for 'the previous fiscal year. When 
these figures are- considered In connec- 
tion with the number of foreign born 
peor'e that left the country during the 
tn-o years past, it will be seen that the 
actual increase In the alien populalioi 
for 1S13 was 815,303 as compared wit) 
the W1.S63 for !?!-. The increase in- 
dicated by these figures represent In 
percentages an increase of 43 per ccnt- 
In Immigrant aliens admitted to the 
country and 43 per cent, in tho result- 
ant rut addition to population over tho 
results shown by the slatistics for the 
fiscal year 1!12.
